it  might  form,  the  next  Adminiitration  would  come  into  office  with 
the  means  of  conquering  the  existing  obstacle  to  go<^  government 
in  the  House  of  Lords.  But  if  Lord  Melbourne  throws  up  the 
Government  before  things  are  ripe  for  the  Reform  of  the  Lords,  it 
seems  to  us  that  any  defeat  of  the  succeeding  Tory  Ministry  will 
only  bring  us  back  to  the  present  state  of  things,  and  with  the  ad¬ 
vantage  to  the  Lords  pf  a  respite  from  the  ordeal  of  popular  mea- 
*  surcs.  The  value  of  the  move  after  the  next  overthrow  of  a  Tory 
Government  depends  upon  the  soundness  and  decisive  nature  of 
the  ground  upon  which  this  Ministry  resigns.  Observing  the  rule 
of  chess,  we  arc  against  an  useless  check  to  the  king.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  this  view  the  resignation  should  be  upon  the  demand 
and  denial  of  the  means  of  conquering  the  dead  lock — the  essential 
preliminary  to  which  must  be  an  appeal  to  the  country  against  the 
conduct  of  the  Lords  in  a  general  election— or  it  should  be  post¬ 
poned  till,  by  further  exhibition  of  the  obstinate  vice  of  the  House 
of  Peers,  the  necessity  for  the  means  of  conquering  the  dead  lock  is 
recognised  by  those  who  now  hesitate,  entertaining  vain  hopes  of 
altered  effects  from  unaltered  causes. 

The  division  on  the  third  reading  of  the  Irish  Corporations*  Bill 
has  been  tried  and  found  wanting  in  a  false  comparison  with  that 
on  Lord  F.  Egerton’s  motion  for  the  utter  extinction  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tions,  for  many  moderate  Tories,  who  opposed  so  violent  a  step  as 
the  almlition  of  the  Corporations,  will  not  support  so  popular  a 
measure  as  that  proposed  by  Ministers.  The  true  comparison  is  with 
the  division  on  the  third  reading  last  session,  which  was  carried  by 
61,  in  a  House  of  463;  the  last  majority  was  55,  the  falling-off* 
therefore  only  amounts  to  six,  and  it  appears  that  in  the  absentees 
there  was  a  majority  of  eight  for  the  Bill  : —

REFORM*  OF  THE  UNIVERSITIES. 

We  regret  that  we  cannot  at  this  moment  give  the  due  attention 
to  Lord  Uudnor*s  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Statutes  Bill,  which  has 
been  thrown  out  by  the  Lords.  The  true  cummeuceincnt  uf 
Church  Reform  is  the  Reform  of  the  UiiiversitieK,  and  iii  pro¬ 
posing  to  cleanse  the  cesspools  which  taint  the  currents  of  educa¬ 
tion,  Lord  Radnor  has  afiplicd  himself  to  a  most  important  object. 
In  answer  to  his  Lordship's  remarks  on  the  impropriety  of  ad- 
■niiiisteriiig  oaths  which  cannot  be  observed,  and  which  are 
habitually  violated,  the  Bishop  of  Llaudutf  said  : — 

**  The  oaths  to  be  taken  in  these  universities,  differing  in  their  phraseology 
in  aofue,  and  iu  their  form  in  ulliers,  fur  the  government  of  certain  colleges, 
were,  according  to  their  true  tenor,  to  be  taken  in  the  spirit  of  the  statutes, 
and  as  they  in  their  conscience  believed  to  be  the  design  of  the  founders.  The 
intention  was  manifentad  in  the  burly  of  the  statutes;  there  their  true  olia- 
racier  was  to  be  found ;  but  the  founders  often  ignorantly  prescribed  such 
minute  dataila  as  to  the  mode  in  which  their  iutuutiuiis  were  to  be  carried  into 
effect,  tbat  in  roost  instances  the  deviationt  from  them  took  place  in  consequence 
>of  the  anxiouM  desire  to  carry  the  real  intention  of  the  founders  into  effect^ 

To  this  Lord  HollauJ,  with  his  hue  solid  sense,  replied-— 

**  Ha  agreed  with  the  right  reverend  nrelate  lhal  as  many  of  the  sta- 
tutaa,  and  many  of  the  provisitms,  it  would  be  wise,  it  would  be  advantageous 
to  Ike  public,  to  the  collrgea,  and  to  individuals,  that  they  should  be  dis(>enMed 
•with.  But  he  would  thru  ask  what  was  the  object  of  this  hill?  It  was  to 
tdisfcnse  with  that  hy  4aw,  and  without  any  violation  of  moral  duty  what^ 
cm,  whiek  wmo  now  dUnensed  with  in  a  way  that^  at  UasU  gave  a  cos- 
sidtfwkU  handle  to  tcandiU  and  mUrepresentutiuM.  These  things  might  be 


sMsmair  kandie  to  tconaul  and  misrepresentation.  These  things  might  be 
wrong,  nnd  he  might  agree  with  the  right  leverend  prelate;  but  lAy  maintain 
a  statute^  and  take  an  oath  to  observe  the  contrary^  unless  it  was  ri^ht 
ikut  the  ea^rary  should  be  okst  rved  and  maintained  f  It  apfwared  to  him 
that  the  right  reveiead  (irrlate  did  not  disaipee  much  with  the  object  of  his 
aohla  fiieiid,  hut  with  the  process  by  which  he  {tcopused  to  effect  iu  The 
reverend  and  learned  lord  seamed  to  think  that  tik  mrcessary  ednege  ought  to

Lord  Melbourne  made  an  admirable  speech.  He  readily  assented 
to  many  of  the  Universities'  claims  to  respect,  but  at  the  same 
time,  he  Impressively  said —

THE  UNPAID  MAGISTRACY. 

Mr  Hume's  County  Rates  Bill  has  been  treated  in  an  assemblv 
of  Magistrates  precisely  (to  borrow  Mr  Sydney  Smith’s  happv 
illustration)  as  a  motion  for  bridles  would  be  treated  in  a  council 
of  horses.  The  object  of  the  measure  was  to  give  the  rate-payers 
the  choice  of  the  persons  who  expend  the  taxes  raised  in  counties 
or,  in  other  words,  to  combine  representation  and  taxation  where 
alone  they  are  not  now  co-existent.  Mr  E.  Stanley  stated  the 
question  with  great  perspicuity — 

“  When  the  Noble  Lord  opposite  (Lord  Stanley)  brought  in  the  BiJI  for  the 
regulation  of  grand  juries  in  Ireland,  he  by  that  measure  recognised  the  prin- 
ciple  contained  in  the  present  measure ;  because  he  admitted  that  a  cerUui 
number  of  rate-prayers  should  be  selected  to  sit  as  associates  with  the  grand 
jurors  on  the  financial  business  of  the  counties.  He  called,  therefore,  upua 
that  Noble  Lord  to  extend  the  principle  of  his  measure  to  England.  'IV 
people  of  England  had  a  right  to  have  some  voice  in  the  constitution  of  tbat 
b<Hly  who  were  empowered  to  levy  taxes  on  them  and  direct  their  expeoditare. 
The  Magistrates  of  England  were  the  only  irresponsible  body  in  the  couatry 
who  had  the  power  of  levying  a  tax  and  controlling  its  appropriation.” 

The  Bill  was  thrown  out  by  a  large  majority,  after  a  vast  deal  of 
vapouring  and  glorification  of  the  Great  Unpaid,  who,  as  Sir 
Eardl^y  Wilmot  so  strikingly  showed,  prefer  their  ffnaocial  busi* 
ness  to  any  other  parts  of  their  duty,  and,  though  they  may  neglect 
the  administration  of  justice,  never  neglect  the  expenditure  of  the 
rates. 

The  same  journals  which  contained  the  reports  of  all  the  fine 
things  said  in  praise  of  the  Magistracy  presented  a  remarkable 
example  in  point.  That  pink  of  Conservatives,  the  Marquis  of 
Waterford,  and  some  worthy  companions  of  the  same  feather,  hav¬ 
ing  spent  a  night  at  Melton  Mowbray  in  the  commission  of  every 
kind  of  unprovoked  and  wanton  outrage,  one  of  the  party  was 
apprehended  and  lodged  in  the  gaol,  and  mark  what  then  occurred, 
bearing  in  mind  the  severe  judgment  that  would  be  passed  on  such 
conduct  on  the  part  of  low  ruffians — 

“  William  Campion  stated  that  he  was  constable  appointed  at  Lord  Mel¬ 
bourne's  Manor  Court ;  that  &  short  time  before  four  o'clock  he  was  called  up 
by  one  of  the  watchmen  to  assist  in  preserving  the  peace  of  the  town,  the 
watchmen  being  over()owered.  Mr  Heyiiard  and  a  tall  gentleman  came  up 
towards  the  church,  near  to  the  market-place.  Wright  seizijd  Mr  Reyoard;  he 
.escaped  from  him.  He  (Campion)  then  seized  him,  and  in  the  struggle  they 
liotli  fell  together.  Mr  ^ynard  lost  one  shoe  and  his  hat  in  the  fall  The 
tall  gentleman  then  struck  me  in  the  neck,  and  ran  away.  I  assisted  in  lock¬ 
ing  Mr  Reynard  in  the  Bridewell ;  he  was  all  over  red  paint,  and  wore  a  slwrt 
durk-colodred  round  jacket.  About  ten  minutes  afterwards  this  sams  tall 
gentleman,  the  Marquis  of  Waterford,  Sir  F.  Johnstone,  and  the  Honourable 
.Mr  Villiers,  and  about  seven  more,  came  to  the  Bridewell  yard.  The  Mar¬ 
quis  of  Waterford  swore  that  he  would  have  their  friend  out  of  the  watch- 
nouse,  or  he  would  murder  them  all.  1  said  1  sfiould  rM>t  let  him  out  without 
an  order  from  a  magistrate ;  it  was  a  county  prison.  One  or  two  of  them  said 
they  were  maf^strates  ;  1  said  it  must  be  a  magistrate  of  tha  cuuntv  tb^  I 
know.  Sir  K.  Johnstone  and^the  Marquis  of  Waterford  knocked  the 
padlocks  off"  the  prison  door  with  an  iron  instrument  about  a  fool  Iwng,  but  they 
could  not  break  the  lock,  which  was  let  into  the  frame.  Some  or  the  party 
demanded  the  keys  ;  the  tall  gentleman  knocked  me  down,  and  swore  he 
murder  me.  ^  They  searched  my  pock  eta,  and  kicked  me  violently  when 
The  Marquis,  Sir  Frederick,  and  another  took  me  up  to  tlie  wiuduw  •*  *  * 
prisiiii  to  ask  Mr  Reynard  if  1  was  tiie  person  who  locked  him  ^ha 
Marquis  said,  *  If  you  don't  tell  me  where  the  keys  are  I  will  murder 
holding  the  iron  instrument  in  a  threatening  manner.  Another  peraon  witn  * 
mop-stail  threatened  to  cleave  roe  down  if  I  did  not  open  the  door.  1 
obliged  to  find  the  key,  which  I  hid  in  the  yard,  and  as  they  could  not 
the  door,  I  did  it  for  them,  /or  J  was  afraid  of  my  life  ;  none  of  the  por 
appeared  much  intoricaied  they  could  walk  well,  mid  were  very  atrooiJ* 
/  escaped  over  a  waUj  and  was  glad  enough  to  get  away  /  do  assure  you.

Mr  Ponblanque  could  not,  if  he  would,  and  would  not,  if  he  could,  be  made  a 
<  utensiP  of  by  any  Ministry  :  he  has  compromised  no  principle  ;  there  b  no 
opinion  he  erer  held,  which  he  does  not  at  times  continue  to  adrocate ;  nor 
does  he  spare  individual  members  of  the  Ministry,  when  they  lay  themselves 
open  to  Radical  attack.  It  is  not  any  specific  act,  either  of  omission  or  com¬ 
mission,  then,  which  we  complain  of,  so  much  as  a  general  lowering  of  the 
tone  of  political  morality  which  formerly  distingubhed  the  Examuur.  He  no 
longer  studies  to  keep  a  high  standard  of  the  duty  of  Minbters  and  Parliament 
perpetually  in  view,  and  to  rebuke  (with  more  or  less  severity,  according  to 
circumstances)  every  instance  of  deviation  from  it :  he  expends  all  his  strength 
and  his  space  in  fighting  for  the  Minbters  and  their  measures  against  the 
Tories  (and  occasionally  against  the  Radicals):  while  the  advocacy  of  those 
broader  and  bolder  views,  to  the  fearless  promulgation  of  which  we  qwe  that 
the  Tories  are  not  still  in  power,  has  become  almost  a  subordinate  feature  in 
his  Journal ;  and  it  is  only  his  past  reputation  for  Radicalism  which  prevents 
him  from  being  mistaken  for  a  Ministerialist  with  Radical  inclinations,  rather 
than  a  Radical  who,  without  relaxing  one  iota  in  the  pursuit  of  Radical  objects, 
consents  to  support  the  Ministry.** 

First,  let  us  ask  how  the  admission  that  no  specific  act  of  omis¬ 
sion  or  commission  is  complained  of,  is  to  be  reconciled  with  the 
averment  that  we  no  longer  study  to  keep  a  high  standard  of  the 
duty  of  Ministers  in  view,  and  to  rebuke  every  instance  of  deviation 
from  it  ? 

We  challenge  the  mention  of  any  one  instance  of  error  in  the 
course  of  Ministers  (according  to  Radical  views)  which  has  passed 
unopposed  and  unreproved  by  us.  It  is,  indeed,  acknowledged  that 
we  do  not  spare  individual  members  of  the  Ministry  when  they  lay 
themselves  open  to  Radical  attack,  nor,  let  us  add,  have  wc  spared 
the  Ministry  collectively  when  wc  have  thought  it  wrong,  as  in  the 
instance  of  the  Bishops’  Bill,  the  scheme  of  which,  in  the  Ecclesi¬ 
astical  Report,  was  denounced  by  us  long  before  it  was  suffered  to 
pass,  unopposed  and  unnoticed  in  the  shape  of  an  enactment,  througli 
all  hut  its  last  stage  in  the  House  of  Commons.  We  could  mention 
other  examples  of  our  disapproval  of  the  Ministerial  policy  (amongst 
which  has  been  one,  the  Pension  List,  in  which  many  of  our  Ra¬ 
dical  friends  in  Parliament  have  not  concurred  with  us) ;  but,  on 
the  whole,  we  have  had  more  to  praise  than  to  blame,  and  we  trust 
that  we  have  at  least  praised  as  cordially  as  we  have  blamed 
unflinchingly. 

It  is  alleged  that  we  outran  our  Radical  friends  in  our  onslaughts 
on  the  Grey  Ministry,  and  that  we  now  fall  behind  them  when  Lord 
Melbourne’s  Ministry  is  concerned.  The  difference  both  between 
the  condutt  and  the  circumstances  of  the  two  Governments  is  to  h& 
borne  in  mind.  In  coercing,  and  refusing  the  redress  of  grievances 
to  Ireland  Lord  Grey  was  hacked  by  an  overwhelming  majority ;  in 
the  good  work  of  doing  justice  to  Ireland,  and  advancing  its  civili¬ 
zation,  Lord  Melbourne  is  opposed  by  a  large  minority.  Tlic  same 
observation  is  applicable  to  all  other  parts  of  the  policy  of  the  two 
Governments,  in  proportion  to  the  powerful  support  which  Lord 
Grey’s  Ministry  commanded  for  its  worst  policy,  was  the  vehe¬ 
mence,  perhaps  the  bitterness,  with  which  wc  assailed  its  errors, 
sure  as  they  were  of  a  temporary  triumph.  In  inverse  proportion^ 
on  the  other  hand,  to  the  comparatively  slender  support  of  the  best 
policy  of  Lord  Melbourne’s  Ministry,  have  been  the  zeal  and  ardour 
with  which  we  have  applauded  its  meritorious  undertakings.  Tim 
minor  faults  in  the  present  Government  have  been  attacked  by 
some  of  pur  Radical  friends  with  the  fierceness  witli  which  wo 
assailed  the  graver  faults  in  the  albpowerful  Grey  Government: 
and  some  of  those  who  now  complain  of  us  as  backward  in  censuro 
of  the  Government  were  moderate  men  ”  and  advocates  of  all  al¬ 
lowances  for  Ministers  when  Ministers  were  supported  in  their  errors 
by  an  irresistible  majority.  We  have  been  vehement,  violent,  if  the 
word  is  thought  apter,  against  the  sure  triumphs  of  injustice,  and, 
in  proportion  to  the  power  waiting  on  it  was  our  provocation  deOel^\ 
lare  tuperbos. 

The  improved  policy  of  the  Melbourne  Government  (which 
might  have  been  pursued  by  Lord  Grey  at  the  height  of  his  power 
with  the  certainty  of  success)  has  been  adopted  by  tiie  present 
Ministers  in  circumstances  of  no  inconsiderable  discouragement, 
difficulty,  and  peril.  For  all  the  good  that  they  propose  they  aro 
to  be  honoured  proportionately  to  the  hostility  provoked  and  the 
obstacles  raised  up  against  them.  Upon  the  Appropriation  princi¬ 
ple  and  the  Church  Rates’  question  they  have  had  the  merit  of 
making  advances  upon  the  ground  most  favourable  to  their  oppo¬ 
nents,  because  beset  witli  prejudices  and  apt  for  delusion. 

We  have  thus  fur  explained  the  feelings  with  which  we  iiavo 
highly  appreciated  the  good  measures  of  the  Govorninent ;  but 
when  we  are  told  that  our  first  object  has  seemed  to  be  to  support 
and  glorify  the  Ministers,  and  the  second  the  assertion  of  our  eivii 
political  doctrines,  we  beg  to  refer  to  our  pages  for  evidences  of  the 
im(>orCance  assigned  to  our  doctrines  of  organic  Reform,  and  the 
space  and  care  given  to  them.  Indeed  we  rather  fear  that  we  have 
occasionally  trespassed  on  the  patience  of  our  readers  in  the  dis¬ 
cussion,  in  season  and  out  of  season,  of  Peerage  Reform  and  the 
Ballot.  It  has  never  struck  us  that  the  general  support  of  the 
Government  was  incompatible  with  the  advancement  of  our  princi¬ 
ples  ;  had  we  perceived  any  such  conflict  we  should  have  pursued 
our  course  in  opposition  to  the  Ooremment.  And  what  is  the 
fact  ?  Have  Radical  opinions  lost  ground  during  the  existence  of 
this  Administration?  Have  we  not,  on  the  cojUtrary^  the  fnost 
indisputable  evidences  char  our  principles  have  made,  and  gte  innk- 
mg,  great  progrees  ?  and  therefore  we  are  sadsflecL  ,

THE  PENNY  STAMP. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  boasts  of  having  reduced  the 
tax  on  newspapers  to  what  it  was  in  the  reign  of  Anne,  but  he  quite 
forgets  that  the  imposition  of  the  tax  at  its  then  rate  was  a  heavy 
blow  to  the  freedom  of  discussion,  and  he  only  in  fact  falls  back  on 
the  first  encroachment  on  the  press. 

We  will  not  join  with  those  who  say  that  the  reduction  is  value¬ 
less.  The  reduction  to  its  extent  has  been  advantageous,  but  the 
alK)lition  would  give  more  than  double  the  benefit  of  the  reduction. 
The  evil  of  the  penny  tax  is  that  it  will  not  allow  of  the  existence 
of  papers  priced  below  3d.,  and  hardly,  we  believe,  of  that  price, 
though  Sir  Robert  Peel  (who  thinks  that  members  who  do  not 
watch  the  public  press  imperfectly  discharge  their  duties)  talked  of 
his  conversance  with  penny  newspapers,  which  can  have  no  exist¬ 
ence,  as  such  a  price  would  be  swallowed  by  the  tax ;  but  such  is 
Sir  Robert  Peel’s  knowledge  of  many  subjects,  upon  which  he 
thinks  it  necessary  to  parade  hacknied  fallacies. 

Mr  Roebuck  overstates  his  case  in  arguing  that  the  reduction  has 
been  of  no  advantage  to  the  poorer  classes.  The  reduction  has 
brought  a  share  in  the  reading  of  newspapers  within  the  means  of 
many  who  could  not  before  afford  it.  The  poor  club  to  read  a 
newspaper,  and  the  share  to  be  clubbed  for  a  paper  priced  5d.,  or 
U.  or  3  Jd.  (at  which  the  IFeekly  Chronicle  is  sold  and  extensively 
circulated),  must  obviously  be  lighter,  and  more  easily  defrayed,  in 
the  proportion  of  5,  4,  or  3J,  to  7,  than  the  charge  before  the 
reduction. 

Our  own  experience  has  strengthened  our  desire  for  the  abolition 
of  the  duty,  and  for  the  removal  of  every  restriction  on  the  press, 
including  the  securities  now  required,  the  injustice  of  which  has 
been  most  ably  shown  by  Mr  Wakley ;  but  we  will  not  be  so  uncan- 
did  and  so  ungrateful  as  to  deny  the  advantage  of  the  reduction 
because  we  wish  for  the  far  greater  benefit  of  the  abolition.

Thus  Lord  John  Russell,  deeming  the  main  proposal  of  Mr 
buck  worthy  of  the  utmost  consideration,  and  having  no  objection 
to  the  general  outline  of  the  conciliatory  plan,  hut  evidently  "^rather 
an  opinion  in  favour  of  it,  yet  yesists  it,  and  prefers  pushing  on  the 
coercive  resolutions,  on  the  ground  only  that  Mr  Hoebuck*s  middle 
measure  might  not  satisfy  the  people.  But  does  the  Minister  believe 
that  his  resolutions  will  satisfy  the  people,  or  that  they  are  more 
likely  to  satisfy  the  people  than  Mr  Roebuck’s  project?  Lord 
John’s  argument  comes  to  this,  that  the  Legislature  should  prefer 
the  certainty  of  dissatisfying  by  harsh  measures  to  the  chance  of  not 
satisfying  by  conciliatory  proposals. 

Mr  Roebuck,  in  his  reply,  unhappily  impaired  the  strength  of  hu 
case  by  one  of  those  tempests  of  passion  in  which  he  allows  hii 
reason  to  be  tossed  about.  To  punish  the  Whigs  he  went  so  far  as 
to  pay  some  most  unmerited  compliments  to  the  prudent  policy  of 
the  Tories.  He  said — 

^  If  he  (Lord  John)  persevered  in  such  a  course  he  roust  not  reckon  on  th« 
support  of  those  called  Uadicals  ;  and  why  ?  because  he  believed  they  should 
get  much  more  if  the  right  Imto.  baronet  were  in  power.  He  very  muchdoubttd 
if  tie  riekt  kon,  baronet  were  in  power,  that,  witk  kis  wary  prudence  and  cautitm. 
he  would  carry  out  tkese  resolutions.  He  would  not  say  ne  would  not;  but  he 
very  much  doubted  it.  He  observed  that  the  right  hon.  baronet  and  gentleacu 
on  the  opposite  side  were  very  silent  on  certain  questions ;  they  never  risked 
an  opinion  on  liberal  measures  put  forward  on  his  side  of  the  House  if  thej 
could  possibly  avoid  it.  They  acted  so  that  they  might  come  into  office  witk 
clean  hands.  He  had  no  doubt,  if  the  right  hon.  baronet  were  to  get  into 
office,  one  of  the  first  acts  of  the  government  would  be  the  repeal  of  the  penny 
stamp;  and  the  next  would  he  an  amicable  settlement  of  Canada.^ 

In  the  opposition  to  every  just  and  popular  measure,  upon  the 
most  flagrantly  dishonest  pretences,  is  any  evidence  seen  of  the  de¬ 
sire  of  the  Tories  to  keep  their  hands  clean  for  office  ?  They  indeed 
hohl  back  on  questions  of  difference  between  the  Whigs  and  the 
Radicals,  and  their  object  in  so  doing  is  to  make  the  example  of 
disunion  on  the  Liberal  side  as  prominent  as  possible. 

Sir  Robert  Peel  scon  undeceived  Mr  Roebuck  as  to  the  tendency 
of  his  counsels.

Whigs  to  bear  tlie  whole  brunt  of  the  battle, 
lion  we  think  our  friends  are  to  blame, 
proposed  the  satisfactory  measure  which  the. 
prepared,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  one  of  the  heaviest  charges 
preferred  agaipst  them  would  have  been  the  continuance^  of  the 
grievance  of  Church  Rates ;  but  Ministers  having  done  their  duty, 
and  having  done  it  with  great  ability,  and  incurred  the  fiercest  hos¬ 
tility  of  the  large,  intolerant  majority  of  the  Clergy,  it  surely  is  in¬ 
cumbent  on  the  Radicals  to  render  the  most  zealous  aid  in  support 
of  a  measure  which  has  to  contend  with  all  the  powers  and  preju- 
dices  at  the  command  of  the  Church.  If  from  want  of  energy  in 
the  quarters  which  might  be  exficcted  to  be  most  earnest,  the  Go¬ 
vernment  is  made  to  feel  Jess  strong  than  it  has  a  right  to  expect  in 
the  trial  of  forces  with  the  C’lergy,  it  will  be  vain  to  expect  it  here- 
afier  to  move  towards  Church  Reform. 

There  is  another  and  a  still  graver  subject  of  complaint  w  hich,  in 
reply  to  the  challenge  of  the  lAmdon  and  JVeitmvater ,  we  do  not 
hesitate  to  adduce.  Do  Radicals,  who  approve  of  the  new  Poor 
Law,  act  up  to  their  highest  principles  when  they  remain  silent  in 
fmblic  meetings  in  which  that  enactment  is  described  as  everything 
that  is  atrocious,  and  made  the  heaviest  charge  against  the  Whig 
Admin'istration  ?  Some  few  months  ago,  at  the  Bath  dinner.  Col. 
Napier  inveighed  against  the  Poor  Law  Bill  and  its  authors,  un¬ 
checked  and  uncontroverted  by  Sir  William  Molesworth  and  Mr 
Roebuck ;  and  last  week,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Working  Men’s 
Association  u|>on  the  Canada  question,  the  Poor  Law  was  violently 
abused  as  the  **  foulest  deed  ot  the  Whigs,”  and  it  does  not  ap|)ear 
that  any  of  the  philosophic  Radicals  present  raised  their  voices 
against  the  unjust  censure.  Of  this  we  complain,  for  we  hold  it  at 
least  as  much  the  duty  of  enlightened  Radicals  to  oppose  themselves 
to  popular  as  to  aristocratic  errors;  and  while  joining  with  an  as¬ 
sembly  of  the  working  classes  in  the  strongest  censure  of  a  part  of 
the  policy  of  the  Government,  it  was  more  peculiarly  incumbent  on 
the  Radical  Members  to  discountenance  the  attack  which  they  knew 
to  be  unjust.  In  supporting  the  Government,  Radicals  are  very  pro¬ 
perly  careful  to  distinguish  the  points  and  degrees  of  agreement  from 
the  points  and  degrees  of  difference,  and  their  loyalty  to  truth  should 
hold  them  to  the  same  conduct  when  they  give  their  sanction  to  thc^ 
proceedings  of  popular  meetings.  The  highest  exercise  of  the  cou¬ 
rage  and  integniy  of  a  Radical  Reformer  is  the  correction  of  popu¬ 
lar  error,  the  rebuke  of  popular  injustice ;  and,  to  say  the  least,  he 
who  shrinks  from  this  duty  is  uninspired  with  the  gallantry  of  truth. 


— The  four  miscreants  tried  at  Gloucester  for  s  rips 
accompanied  with  the  most  savage  snd  wanton  violence,  snd  proffd 
guilty  upon  the  clearest  evidence,  have  all  been  acquitted  by  the  jury  is 
spite  of  the  Judge’s  charge.

They  have  defeated  justice,  aod  extended  impunity  to  most 
atrocious  and  dangerous  criminals.  Had  this  aharoef'ul,  this  unroaoly, 
verdict  upon  such  a  case  occurred  in  Ireland,  what  a  topic  it  would  hast 
aflTorded  fur  the  lectures  of  the  TVmee  and  Standard  on  the  depravity  of 
the  people.

The  marriage  takes  place — Mis  Montressor  is  present  and  Lord 
innnndale*#  friend,  the  Marquis  of  Nottingham.  The  -virtues  of 
the  latter  nobleman  are  at  once  indicated,  and  Miss  Montressor 
fixes  upon  him  as  a  proper  instrument  for  her  devilish  plan.  The 
afier  fortunes  of  poor  Lady  Annandale  are  traced  with  touching 
truth.  Her  character  is  lied  away,  her  husband  commences  proceed¬ 
ings  for  a  divorce,  she  dies  broken-hearted,  and  Lord  Annandale 
marries  Miss  Montressor.

believe  that  almost  the  only  way,  certainly  the  surest  way,  of 
making  ourselves  agreeable  to  others  is  by  seeming  to  think  them 
so.  Those  good  qualities  in  them  of  which  we  may  make  ourselves 
appear  remarkably  sensible,  will  not  seldom  supply  the  very  want  of 
such  in  us. 

Lady  Blesbington  keenly  distinguishes,  throughout  these  volumes, 
between  the  true  and  the  false  pretensions ;  but  her  lash  is  laid, 
not  on  single  stragglers  belonging  to  the  ultra  set,  but  on  the 
whole  common  herd. 

How  truly  is  the  following  said— 

**  The  Knglish  are  a  very  censorious  nation.  They  love  scandal  as  people  ' 
do  snuff :  it  excites  them  :  but,  when  they  have  wink^  away,  and  whisperM, 
and  read  away,  in  the  AcandaUrending  papers,  the  reputatiooM  of  half,  if  not  all 
their  friends,  do  they  break  off  from  them,  and  leave  them  alone,  n^  in  their 
glory,  but  in  their  notoriety  ?

He  is  generally 
censured :  ‘  he  ought  to  have  suspected,* — ‘  he  must  have  known,*—*  he  wim 
greatly  to  blame,*  say  all  the  world.  And  f«»r  what  ?  that  he  loved,  and  trusted  his 
wife.  Then  Lady  D - ,  how  deplorable  her  fate  !  With  such  a  jealous,  suspici¬ 

ous  husband,  was  it  to  he  wondered  at  that  the  poor  dear  soul  fell  into  that  sad 
scrape?  Lord  D  —was  wholly  infault.  If  men  will  he  so  jealous,  suspicious,  and 
severe,  they  must  put  up  with  the  consequences.  Lord  D  —  -  is  universally 
censured  because  he  did  look  afier  his  wife,  yet  could  not  save  her;  and  this 
is  the  justice  of  society.  Lady  E  whose  had  conduct  admits  of  no  doubt, 
is  found  to  be  a  most  injured  woman,  because  her  husband  is  suspected  of 
having  liked  Lady  F  ;  as  if  an  error  in  the  husband's  conduct  could  excuse 
that  of  the  wife !  The  Knglish  can  no  more  dispense  with  the  scandalous 
papers  on  the  Sabbath,  than  they  can  with  going  to  church.  One  is,  perhaps, 
considered  a  fit  pre[mration  for  tne  other ;  tor,  as  we  are  commanded  to  prsj 
for  all  sinners,  it  is  as  well  to  know  them,  and  their  whereabout,  en  detaiu*

posed  to  take  place  in  an  exclusive  circle,  in  preparation  for  a  fancy 
ball.

The  report,  then,  is  true,**  said  Lady  Rawlinsou,  that  Mr  Milner  ia 
ruined,  and  lives  by  his  wits.** 

**  As  to  the  being  ruined,  I  believe  it  is  true  enough,**  answered  L^^V  Acid  ( 

^  but  the  living  by  his  wits  I  hold  to  be  impossime,  for  the  capitaf  ia  too 
small  to  allow  interest  enough  to  supjmrt  even  a  mouse." 

“Observe  Wallingford,"  said  Mr  Milner;  “  how  conceited  he  looks!  he 
thinks  himself  a  perfect  Adonia." 

“  Poor  fellow  !  though  no  Adonis,  he  may  yet  share  the  same  fate,"  replied 
Lady  Acid, — “  that  of  being  destroyed  by  a  hort — if  he  should  be  again  con¬ 
demned  to  a  ttjour  in  the  country,  lete-d-tole  with  his  wife." 

“  Only  look  at  Mrs  Tyiney— now  dreadfully  dull  she  is  !  never  are  her  lips 
opened  mt  to  utter  a  hetiee,"  observed  Lord  Charles  Pitzhardinge. 

“  I  should  forgive  her  that,  if  she  did  not,  also,  in  opening  them,  display 
teeth  even  more  disgusting  than  the  stupid  B|)eeches  she  utters,"  said  Mr 
Milner;  but  bad  teeth  there  is  no  forgiving." 

Miss  Montressor  is  supposed  to  have  had  the  advantage  of  edu* 
cation  At  a  French  pension,  and  she  still  recollects — 

“  The  captivating  power  of  the  maUre  dt  danat^  who  always  pressed  her 
feet,  when  placing  them  in  the  fourth  position,  thejfoiie  tournure  of  the  music-

In  another  place  she  observes —

owing  to  their  scarcity,  they  became  mure  in  deMod,  and  the  claimants  were 
so  numerous,  that  the  claimed  grew  saucy.  This,  1  imagine,  first  led  to  the 
unnatural  system  of  the  men  being  courted  instead  of  courting  a  practice  to 
which  they  have  now  become  so  used,  that  I  know  not  bow  it  is  sver  to  be 
eradicated.  A  French  griattU  would  expect — ey^  and  exact,  too — ssore 
atteotion  than  a  Ixyndon  fine  lady  dreams  of  meeting  from  the  men  of  her 
circle." 

Of  the  effects  of  French  gaiety  and  impulse  she  remarks  to  her  old

A  few  more  of  Misi  Montrc«^or*f  experiences  will,  we  arc  sure, 
be  welcome.  They  indicate  some  of  the  sorest  places  in  English 
society.  Thus —

Whose  fault  ? — 

**  A  fine  lady  is  rarely  a  gentlewoman,  and  a  gentlewoman  wonld  not  often 
coodcscend  to  be  n  fine  lady.** 

One  of  the  results  of  all  tbit  is  well  expre:ssed  in  this  definition  of 
a  marriagctettlement — 

^  A  modera  marriage-settlesnent  seems  ssore  like  an  as^aement  drawn  np 
between  two  hostile  parties,  mutually  appreheasive  of  fraud,  than  of  two  loving 
persons  going  to  be  made  one.  The  Scotch  term  of  married  agtunat,  instead 
of  (e,  lias  always  stmek  me  as  peculiarly  felicHoos.** 

Of  the  fawning  respect  that  we  pay  to  wealth  in  England  it  is  most 
truly  observed — 

«  A  «"fn  known  to  be  rich  may  give,  not  only  few,  but  remarkably  bad  din¬ 
ners,  sod  wine*  whose  execrable  quality  all  condemn ;  yet,  still,  the  very  pwK 
pie  who  would  unceremootoosly  decline  s  far  less  objectionable  repast,  H' 
offered  bv  one  of  limited  means,  will  freely  eat  the  one,  and  diink  the  other, 
breause-^he  donor  u  affluent.  The  parsimony  of  the  wealthy  excites  no 
murmurs.** 

We  subjoin  to  these  a  few  of  Lord  Nottingham's  experiences — 

**  It  is  easier  to  pardon  the  faults  than  the  virtues  of  our  friends;  because 
the  first  excite  a  self-coniplaceney  always  agree^a ;  aad  the  second,  a  sense 
of  hsmiliaiioo,  which  indisposes  us  towards  the  inflictor.** 

The  following  is  mo>*l  true — 

**  I  am  one  of  the  few  who  nuiintain  that  modesty  may  survive  the  virtue  it 
was  meant  to  guard ;  hot  that  virtue  rarely,  and  only  than,  by  chance,  or  cal¬ 
culation,  outlives  modesty.** 

And  also  this— 

**  I  worship  that  native  purity  which  innoceoce  alone  can  give,  and  which 
shines  forth  la  every  look,  word,  and  action  of  Lady  Delawa^ ;  while  1  torn 
with  disgnst  from  that  affected  prudery,  arising,  if  not  from  a  participation,  at 
least  from  a  knowledge  of  evil,  which  induces  certain  ef*  our  ladies  to  cast 
down  their  eyes,  look  grave,  and  show  the  extent  of  tiieir  knowledge,  or  the 
pruriency  of  their  imaginations,  by  discovering  even  in  a  harmless  jest  some- 
tiling  to  alarm  their  eX|ierieDced  feelings.** 

We  shall  conclude  our  extracts  for  the  present  with  some 
hnmorotis  stanzas  of  a  somewhat  startling  apfieal  on  behalf  of 
fashionable  husbands.  It  is  only  fair  to  quote  them —

Tuudayt  April  11. 

The  Earl  of  RxDNoa  moved  the  second  reading  of  the  Oxford 
Cambridge  statutes  bill.  HU  lordship  advocated  the  measure  at  co*^ 
siderable  length,  showing  the  necessity  that  existed  for  bringine”* 
legislative  interference  to  bear  upon  the  present  rules  and  regulation*  Jf 
the  universities.  His  lordship  cited  many  examples  of  the  absurd  h 
obsolete  nature  of  the  existing  statutes.  The  noble  lord  conduded^h 
stating  that  his  bill  propo^  to  provide  a  remedy  for  the  two  evils  of  ^ 
non-compliance  with  the  intentions  of  the  original  founders  of  these  col* 
leges,  and  of  the  habitual  violation  of  oaths — The  Bishop  of  Llamd*!* 
opposed  the  bill,  and  defended  the  course  taken  by  the  universities 
the  existing  statutes.  He  verily  believed  that,  in  most  instances,  ihae 
statutes  had  been  departed  from  from  an  anxious  desire  to  carry  into  ef¬ 
fect  the  genuine  designs  of  the  founders. — Lord  Holland  supported  the 
proposed  bill.  He  wished  the  law  of  the  land  to  interfere,  and  put  an 
end  to  the  practice  of  taking  oaths  to  enforce  statutes  which,  in  practice 
never  were  enforced. — The  Archbishop  of  Camterbust  was  hostile  to 
the  bill.  His  grace  particularly  disapproved  of  the  powers  given  under 
it  to  a  commission  : — 

“  He  would  repeat  that  the  very  appointment  of  such  a  commission  would 
imply  very  grave  charges  against  both  universities,  and  he  thought  therefore 
that  their  lordships  would  Mst  show  their  respect  and  attachment  to  those 
seats  of  learnii^  which  had  so  many  claims  on  the  admiration  and  gratitude 
of  the  country  for  their  learning  and  piety,  by  giving  their  support  to  the 
amendment  moved  by  the  right  rev.  prelate— for  reading  the  bill  a  second  time 
that  day  six  months.*** 

Lord  Melbourne  urged  the  necessity  of  rendering  the  universities  suit¬ 
able  to  the  age.  He  observed  that  :<—■ 

**  When  he  saw  so  much  of  robust  health,  so  much  of  wealth,  so  much  f 
great  talent,  so  much  of  rank,  and,  above  all,  so  much  of  high  and  pure  cbs. 
racier,  find  an  untimely  grave  in  these  universiUes,  be  could  not  bring  himself 
to  say  that  they  did  not  stand  in  need  of  some  inquiry,  or  to  believe  that  they 
had  adequately  fulfilled  the  duties  which  it  was  the  intention  of  their  founders 
that  they  should  perform.** 

The  bill  was  opposed  by  the  Duke  of  Wellington  and  Lords  Wynford 
and  Abinger,  and  defended  by  Lord  Brougham. — The  Loan  Chancel¬ 
lor  then  put  the  question  upon  the  amendment,  that  the  bill  be  read  a 
second  time  that  day  six  months,  which  was  agreed  to  without  a  division, 
and  the  house  adjourned  until  Thursday. 

Thurtdayt  April  13. 

The  Irish  municipal  corporations'  reform  bill,  and  several  other  hills,* 
were  brought  up  from  the  Commons.  At  a  late  part  of  the  sitting  the 
Irish  municipal  bill  was,  on  the  motion  of  Lord  MELBOiraNE,  read  a  first 
time,  and  ordered  to  be  read  a  second  time  on  Tuesday,  the  2ath  iott. — 
The  Duke  of  Wellington  expressed. a  wish  that  the  second  reading 
should  be  postponed,  on  account  of  the  absence  of  Lord  Lyndhurst;  but 
Lord  Melbourne  said  he  could  not  delay  the  consideration  of  matters  of 
great  public  importance  to  suit  the  personal  convenience  of  any  indivi¬ 
dual,  and  declined  altering  the  day  be  had  fixed  for  the  second  reading. 

HOUSE  OF  COMMONS. 

Monday t  April  10. 

Mr  A.  Trxvor  asked  Mr  liice  whether  it  was  his  intention  to  proceed 
with  the  church  rates  bill  on  the  21  st  instant?— Mr  Hjce  replied,  that 
the  bill  stood  for  that  day,  aud  he  hoped  to  be  able  to  bring  it  on  accord- 
ingly. 

A  conversation  ensued  on  the  subject  of  the  question  raised  by 
Captain  Berkeley,  on  Thursday  last,  relative  to  some  correspondence 
which  had  taken  place  between  Mr  Lovesy  and  Lord  Fltzroy  ^raerset, 
respecting  a  commission  in  the  army  for  the  son  of  Mr  Lovesy.  Mr 
Lovesv  had  been  accused  of  obtaining  this  commission  from  the  Horse 
Guaras  by  a  strange  exercise  of  government  patronage,  under  an  offer 
made  by  him  to  give  his  support  to  Tory  principles.  The  existence  of 
any  such  compact  was  denied  ia  a  letter  from  Mr  Lovesy,  read  to  the 
house.  The  conversation  dropped  without  anything  being  made  of  the 
matter. 

1R18H  MUNICIPAL  REFORM. 

On  the  question  that  this  bill  be  read  a  third  time,  a  debate  of  some 
length  arose.  Mr  Goulburn  strenuously  opposed  the  measure.— 
Mr  1  ANCEED  defended  the  hill,  and  argued  that  the  denial  of  such  a 
measure  to  the  Irish  would  be  a  violation  of  the  solemn  compact 
they  bad  made  with  Ireland,  and  would  be  pursuing  a  most  impolitic 
course,  by  refusing  to  try  the  effect  of  conciliatory  legislation  on  the 
ininds  of  men  exasperated  by  a  long  series  of  grievances  and  wrongs- 
I  he  hon.  member  intimated  that  though  he  had  once  voted  foracuercioo 
bill,  vet,  if  the  present  measure  were  denied  effect,  he  would  never  vote  for 
another.— Mr  Hamilton  and  Col.  Veenir  opposed  the  bill.— Mr  H. 
Uulwbr  justified  the  eourse  of  ministers,  and  observed  u(k>d  the 
ststenoy  of  the  hon.  gentlemen  opposite,  who,  when  the  Irish  municipsl 
bill  was  under  consideration,  contended  that  the  state  of  Ireland  was  as- 
^ntially  different  from  that  of  England,  and  who,  when  the  policy

Mr  Hume  opened  the  discussion.  He  observed  that— 

«  Id  1822,  when  he  urged  the  absolute  necessity  of  reform  in  the  church  of

/'Ll*  that  he  considered  the  church  of  Ireland,  as  it  then  stood,  as  the  bar  to

Let  (Evinced  him  that  there  would  be  no  permanent  j)eace  m  Ireland  until  I 
^church  of  Ireland  bad  been  reduced  to  the  scale  to  which  it  ought  to  be  | 
reduced.  Being  only  the  church  of  a  small  section — the  church  of  a  fourteenth  j 
or  a  twentieth  part  of  the  people — he  had  maintained  that  if  it  were  kept  in  its  j 
then  position  it  would  prove  a  bar  to  all  improvement  in  the  situation  and  cha¬ 
racter^  the  people  of  Ireland,  and  would  indefinitely  postpone  every  chance 
of  establishing  permanent  peace  in  tlie  country.” 

The  grounds  of  opposition  to  the  measure  before  the  house  was  a  proof 
of  this.  He  rejected,  however,  the  idea  that  the  church  would  be  inju¬ 
riously  affected  by  the  passing  of  such  a  measure ;  on  the  contrary,  it 
would  thereby  be  best  served.-^Mr  Gallv  Knight  said  he  could  not 
vote  for  the  bill  as  it  stood.  He  hoped  the  House  of  Lords  would  send 
it  back  to  them  improved  in  such  a  way  as  might  allow  him  to  do  it.— 
Mr  O’Connell,  after  addressing  himself  for  some  time  to  answer  Lord 
Stanley’s  objections  to  the  details  of  the  measure,  contended  for  the  abso¬ 
lute  necessity  of  passing  it  as  an  act  of  justice.  He  scouted  the  idea  of 
the  Irish  being  unfit  for  fhe  receipt  of  franchises.  The  same  thing  had 
been  uid  against  them  in  the  same  spirit  600  years  ago.  He  complained 
of  the  religious  bigotry  and  malignity  that  still  prevailed,  and  was  even 
visible  within  the  wallsof  that  house. — Lord  Francis  Egekton  explained 
his  views  in  opposing  the  ministerial  proposition.  Though  not  an  enemy 
to  the  Catholics  he  was  a  friend  to  the  church  of  Ireland,  which  he 
thought  in  danger. — Lord  Morpeth  disclaimed  on  fhe  part  of  himself 
and  colleagues  any  wish  to  invest  the  Catholics  of  Ireland,  as  such,  with 
any  eielusive  privileges,  any  more  than  they  wished  Protestants  to  pos¬ 
sess  them— 

**  What  they  aimed  at  was  to  do  away  with  exclusive  privileges  altogether, 
and  to  give  to  all  classea  alike  equal  privileges.  What  was  the  only  real  ar¬ 
gument  which  had  been  brought  forward  in  this  discussion,  more  particularly 
by  the  noble  member  for  North  Lancashire  last  night  ?  The  noble  lord  stated 
that  this  was  not  the  time  for  the  measure;  that  the  hour  was  not  auspicious, 
or  he  might  be  inclined  not  to  oppose  it.  The  planetary  conjunctions  were 
not  favourable.  The  noble  lord,  it  seemed,  could  not  mnsider  this  bill,  because 
the  Irish  poor  law  bill  had  not  been  read  a  second  time,  and  because  the  Irish 
tithe  bill  had  not  been  introduced  at  till.*** 

This  complaint  his  lordship  met  by  referring  to  the  confusion  that  would 
arise  from  passing  divers  important  measures  at  once.  He  then  touched 
the  question  of  danger  to  the  church  imagined  in  the  measure.  This, 
be  expressed  himself  utterly  at  a  loss  to  conceive.  His  lordship  con- 
eluded  thus 

“  His  Majesty's  goveminent  never  pretended  that  this  was  the  sole,  or  even 
that  it  waa  the  most  vital  of  the  remedies  which  they  were  desirous  of  apply- 
lag  to  the  evils  of  Ireland.  Moat  anxious  was  he  that  the  discord  which  was 
p^uced  by  the  present  system  of  tithes  in  Ireland  sliould  be  harmonised. 
Mwt  anxious  waa  he  that  the  poor  laws  of  Ireland  should  be  placed  on  such 
““i*  to  afford  the  relief  so  necessary  to  the  most  afflicted  peasantry  on 
earth.  But  the  bill  under  consideration  involved  a  principle, 
the  establishment  of  which  would  make  the  prosecution  of  the  other  measures 
atm  of  easier  accomplishment ;  a  principle  which  was  at  the  root  of  all  the 
Questions  bearing  on  the  connection  between  the  two  countries,  and  the  esta-

"  He  was  not  surprised  at  their  desire  to  relinquish  their  present  situation  ; 
he  taunted  them  not  with  a  desire  to  retain  offlea ;  he  believed  that  in  the  pre¬ 
sent  position  of  public  affairs  few  men  would  be  tempted  to  encounter  the  dif¬ 
ficulties  which  at  present  surrounded  them,  excepting  they  felt  impelled  by  a 
sense  of  public  duty-  (Ironical  cheers  from  the  opposition.)  Oh!  let  hon. 
gentlemen  opposite  loox  at  the  position  of  public  affairs — let  them  look  at  the 
state  of  our  foreign  affairs.  He  was  glad  to  see  a  smile  on  the  noble  lord's

question.)  This  was  the  question.  This  was  the  material,  the  pinching  part 
of  the  question.  Let  them  look  also  at  the  state  of  commercial  embarrass¬ 
ment,  at  the  state  of  employment  in  many  of  the  manufacturing  districts ;  let 
them  look  at  the  state  of  the  governments  of  the  three  great  countries  in  the 
west  of  Europe — in  France  no  government  existing,  in  Spain  no  government 
existing,  and  in  Flngland  a  doubt  from  day  to  day  whether  there  was  a  govern¬ 
ment  or  not.” 

The  hon.  baronet  continued  in  a  similar  strain  to  a  greater  length  than 
we  can  follow  him. — The  house  then  divided,  when  the  numbers  ap¬ 
peared — For  the  third  reading,  302;  against  it,  247  :  majority  55 — The 
announcement  of  the  numbers  was  received  with  loud  applause  by  the 
ministerial  benelies,  which  were  responded  to  by  tremendous  cheers  from 
the  opposition. 

ff'etlnesdayt  April  12, 

Mr  IlucEiNOH  AM  moved  the  second  reading  of  a  bill,  having  for  its  object 
to  provide  against  the  many  shipwrecks  and  great  loss  of  life  that  occur¬ 
red  in  the  merchant  service  of  this  country. — The  motion  was  seconded 
by  Sir  E.  Codrington  ;  but,  in  consequence  of  an  informality,  the  bill 
w'as  withdrawn. — Mr  Buckingham,  however,  gave  notice  that  he  sliould 
again  bring  the  measure  forward. 

COUNTY  HATES’  BILL. 

Mr  Hume  moved  the  second  reading  of  the  county  rates'  bill.  The 
object  of  the  bill  is  to  direct  that  a  board  for  the  management  of  the 
county  rates  shall  be  elected  by  the  rate-payers,  instead  of  the  control  of 
their  funds  being  left  to  the  magistrates,  as  they  are  at  present.  All  that 
he  then  wished  was,  that  if  the  principle  of  the  bill  were  approved  of,  he 
should  be  allowed  to  go  into  committee,  when  any  alterations  which 
might  be  suggested  as  to  the  details  could  be  discussed. — Mr  Alston 
stated  that,  although  his  name  appeared  upon  the  back  of  the  bill,  it  had 
been  affixed  there  without  either  consent  or  approbation  of  the  measure. 
It  was  true  that  he  approved  of  the  principles  on  which  the  bill  was 
framed,  but  he  disapproved  entirely  of  the  details.  He  moved  that  the 
bill  be  read  a  second  time  that  day  six  months. —  A  lung  discussion  en¬ 
sued,  in  the  course  of  which  several  hon.  members  contended  that  the 
bill  was  calculated  to  insult  the  whole  body  of  magistrates  in  England  ; 
while,  on  the  other  hand,  it  was  contended  that  it  only  gave  a  wholesome 
and  proper  control  over  the  expenditure  of  the  public  money. — The 
speakers  in  favour  of  the  bill  were,  in  addition  to  Mr  Hume,  Lord  Eb- 
rliigton,  Messrs  Roebuck,  Leonard,  Tulk,  James,  and  Ewart ;  against 
it,  Mr  Gaily  Knight,  Col.  Wood,  Sir  E.  Knatchbull,  Mr  E.  Buller, 
Lord  Stanley,  Messrs  Byng,  Mills,  and  Shaw  Lefevre. — On  a  division, 
the  numbers  were — For  the  second  reading,  84}  against  it,  177 ;  majo¬ 
rity,  93. 

The  court  of  session  bill  went  through  a  committee,  after  which  the 
house  adjourned. 

Thursday t  April  13. 

Lord  Howick  gave  notice  that  on  the  1st  of  May  he  would  move  for 
leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  on  the  subject  of  tithes  in  Ireland. 

NEWSPAPER  STAMP  DUTY. 

Mr  Roebuck  moved  for  the  appointment  of  a  select  committee  to  take 
into  consideration  the  expediency  of  abolishing  the  penny  stamp  on  news¬ 
papers.  He  placed  his  proposition  on  the  ground  that  it  was  desirable 
to  remove  every  obstruction  to  the  education  of  the  people — The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Mr  Wakley. — The  Chancellor  of  the  ExciiEQUca 
opposed  the  motion.  He  contended  that  the  increase  in  the  circulation 
of  newspapers,  and  the  total  stoppage  of  the  ”  unstamped,”  showed  that 
the  penny  stamp  on  newspapers  worked  well.  The  right  hon.  gentleman 
entered  into  details,  showing  that  the  number  of  jirosecutions  against  the 
press  had  greatly  diminished  since  the  passing  of  the  act.  He  further 
said  that  it  was' his  intention  to  propose  the  reduction  of  the  penny  post¬ 
age  this  session,  if  possible,  and  concluded  by  moving,  as  an  amendment, 
for  certain  returns  connected  with  the  state  of  the  newspaper  press. — Mr 
Wakley  then  made  an  amusing  speech  against  the  continuance  of  the 
penny  duty.  He  enlarged  on  the  evils  of  ignorance  amongst  the  people, 
and  gave  instances . 

**  Only  a  little  while  ago  a  fanner  in  Wiltshire  was  asked  how  many  kings  there 
were  reigning  in  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland.  *()hi  Lord,  sir,’ said  he,  *  1 
don’t  know  how  many  there  be  now,  but  when  1  waa  a  boy  there  used  to  bo  but 
two— eld  King  George  the  Third  and  the  Prince  of  Wales.’  (Laughter.)  Another 
was  asked  what  he  underatood  by  the  ballot,  and  what  he  thought  of  it.  *  Oh,' 
said  he,  with  a  knowing  sliake  of  the  head,  *  that’s  fhe  only  fair  way  of  doing  it ; 
mII  our  names  be  put  into  a  hat,  and  his  as  b  drawed  out,  why  he's  the  member.' 
(lioud  laughter.)  Now  when  such  answers  as  these  were  received  upon  matters 
that  were  the  common  topic  of  discussien,  how  could  it  be  wondered  at  that  there 
were  300  gentlemen  professing  Tory  principles  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  house. 
(l.aughter.)” 

T'he  hon.  member  contended  that  the  stamp  did  not  at  all  restrain  the 
press.  As  a  proof  of  this,  he  read  an  extract  from  the  Timrs  in 
which  a  celebrated  Irish  member  was  assailed  in  the  most  gross  terms. 
The  hull,  member  concluded  his  speech  by  reconiineiiding  the  Chancel¬ 
lor  of  the  Exchequer  not  tu  give  advantages  to  the  Tories  by  withholding 
information  from  the  people.  If  he  did  so,  he  (Mr  Wakley)  should  not 
be  surprised  to  see  the  hon.  gentleman  opposite  (Sir  11.  Feel),  in  office 
again. — After  a  few  words  from  Mr  Wallace  for,  and  from  Mr  A. 
TKEvoa  against,  the  motion.  Sir  R.  Fkel  rose,  and  spoke  at  some  length 
against  the  total  repeal  of  the  tax.  The  hon.  baronet  commenced  his  . 
speech  by  lieing  very  facetious  upon  Mr  Hume . 

**  There  was  (he  said)  something  so  Very  seducing  in  the  language  of  the  hon. 
mipniher  for  MiddleieK,  and  in  the  kindness  with  which  he  expressed  hb  friend¬ 
ship  towards  bb  honourable  friend  the  member  for  Durham,  tliat  be  was  almost 
afraid  if  he  remained  entirely  silent  it  would  be  inferred  by  the  house,  end  the 
country  generally  might  suppose, coosideiing  the  prtweiitstale  of  txiliticsl  parties, 
(list  there  was  soma  secret  oommunicatiun  ^tween  us  (laughter),  and  that  that 
aUianee  which  the  bon.  gentlrmarj  apnke  of  between  tb  ee  Im  called  Radicals 
sad  tbs  government  was  about  to  he  dissolved,  and  that  an  aiiiauco  waa  il»aui  lo 
he  cciisntf#  between  tbern  aiidtbnoni«#ervativss.

Mr  Fox  .Maule  obtained  leave  to  bring  In  a  bill  for  the  better  regu¬ 
lation  of  prisons,  and  for  the  Improvement  of  prison  discipline. — Mr  C. 
IlauM,  Sir  W.  Rax,  and  other  hon.  members,  expressed  their  full  appro¬ 
bation  of  the  measure,  and  hoped  that  it  would  be  made  a  government 
measure. 

Friday^  April  14. 

Lord  Palmerston,  in  answer  to  a  question  from  Mr  Maclean,  whether 
the  negociations  ah^t  the  Vixen  wets  concluded,  said  that  he  had  no 
official  information  on  the  subject. 

A  new  writ  was  issued,  on  the  motion  of  Mr  E.  J.  Stanley,  for 
Lewes,  in  the  room  of  Mr  T.  R.  Kemp,  who  has  accepted  tbe  Cbiltem 
Hundreds. 

Lord  J.  Russell  said  that  in  consequence  of  Sir  H.  Hardinge's 
motion  relative  to  the  affairs  of  Spain,  which  was  appointed  to  come 
belbr*  the  house  on  Monday  next  (tbe  17th),  he  was  obliged  to  postpone 
the  Irish  poor  law  bill  until  the  Friday  following. — Sir  Robert  Peel : 
'fhe  church  rates  bill  sUnds  at  present  for  that  day,  and  that,  I  suppose, 
will  be  postponed.— Lord  J.  Russell :  Yes. 

After  aotne  remarks  from  Sir  R.  Peel  and  Mr  Roebuck,  concerning 
the  present  system  of  long  speeches,  and  consequently  adjourned  debates 
and  late  hours,  Ixird  J.  Russell  moved  that  the  house  resolve  itself  into 
a  committee  on  the  Canadian  resolutions,  upon  which  so  much  has  already 
been  said  in  the  house.— Mr  Roebuck  proposed  a  plan  for  the  pacification 
of  the  Canadas— namely,  to  abolish  the  legislative  council,  and  to  create 
an  **  executive"  council,  to  be  composed  of  the  attorney  and  solicitor 
general  and  ten  councillors,  to  he  chosen  by  the  governor.  They  might 
revise,  and  make  amendments  in,  bills  passed  by  the  House  of  Assembly; 
but  were  to  have  no  power  of  rejection.  The  hills  were  then  to  be  sent 
to  tlie  governor,  who  might  give  or  withhold  his  assent.  Tbe  object  was 
to  concentrate  tbe  responsibility  in  the  governor— .to  get  some  known 
person  to  whom  he  could  point  and  say,  **  That  Is  the  nuin  who  has  done 
this."  He  also  proposed  that  the  House  of  Assembly  of  each  province 
should  ehooae  five  delegates  to  constitute  a  general  assembly,  and  that  there 
should  be  a  permanent  civil  list,  to  include  the  governor,  the  judges,  and  ten 
of  the  executive  council.  If  this  plan  were  adopted  the  Canadians  would  be 
satisfied.— Lord  J.  Russell  declared  he  must  persevere  in  the  resolutions; 
that  he  could  not  forego  the  principle  on  which  they  were  founded. — An 
animated,  and  rather  extraordinary  debate  ensued,  in  which  Lord  Stan¬ 
ley,  In  particular  led  the  way.  He  was  followed  by  Mr  Ward  and  Mr 
Robinson.— Mr  LrAnsa  thought  that  the  ministerial  resolutions  were 
loo  severe  to  pacify  the  Canadians,  but  too  weak  to  coerce  them.  He 
strongly  supported  Mr  Roebuck's  plan.— .Mr  Roebuck,  in  reply,  said 
that  if  the  resolutionB  proposed  by  the  government  were  passed,  non- 
intercoure  between  Canada  and  En^^and  would  be  the  consequence.  If  bis 
plan  were  adopted,  peace  and  good  will  would  be  established  in  the  colony. 
—  Lord  J.  Russell  repeated  that  he  sliould  persevere  in  the  resolutions,  as 
he  considered  It  his  duty  so  to  do,  notwithstanding  threats  had  beenus^. 
What  the  people  of  Canada  bad  asked  it  was  impossible  to  grant,  in  the  pre¬ 
sent  connection  of  tlie  two  countries;  but  the  resolutions  he  had  proposed  he 
believed  would  he  of  great  benefit  to  Canada,  and  would  give  satisfaetion. 
— 8ir  K.  I*BBL  opposed  Mr  Roebuck's  plan,  and  supported  tbe  ministe¬ 
rial  resolutions,  as  likely  to  attain  tbe  purposes  desired  in  the  colony. 
The  committee  eventually  divided  on  the  original  question  ;  the  num- 
tievs  were,  ayes,  260;  nuea,  46 — majority,  223.  'Hie  further  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  rcsolulions  waa  then  adjourned  till  Tuesday. 

The  remaining  businos  being  disposed  of,  the  house  adjourned  Ull 
Monday.

THE  EXAMINER. 

LONDON.  APRIL  10,  1837. 

In  our  ast  reference  to  the  Fren  ch  cabinet  arrangementa,  we  had  occa¬ 
sion  to  describe  the  fisilure  of  M.  Mole  to  form  an  administration,  md 
the  consequent  application  of  the  King  to  M.  Guixot.  He  did  not  gire 
him,  however,  full  powers,  but  only  authorixed  him  to  communicate  whh 
Monulivet,  and,  mirabiU  dietu,  aL  Thiers.  Both  of  these  gentlemen 
declined  to  meet  M.  Guixot.  It  is  said  the  doctrinaire  Minister  hinted 
to  his  master,  well  knowing  bis  secret  leanings,  that  he  could  form  an 
entire  cabinet  of  Docuinaires,  but  at  the  same  time  confessed  that  pru. 
denee  seemed  to  dictate  the  calling  in  of  men  of  a  different  sump.  Loujj 
Philippe  with  bis  characteristic  shrewdness  saw  this,  and  directed  Guizot 
to  procure  tbe  aid  of  SouU  for  this  purpose.  The  Marshal  gave  his  aid 
and  applied  to  tbe  Duke  de  Broglie,  who,  however,  declined  to  join 
them.  At  length  it  was  resolved  to  have  recourse  to  Thiers,  with  whom 
and  with  MM.  Humann  and  Pascy,  the  Marshal  proceeded  In  settling 
the  most  imporunt  pointo  of  policy.  Tbe  consequence  of  this  was  an 
interview  between  the  parties  and  the  monarch,  of  which  an  apparently 
well  informed  writer  in  a  morning  paper  gives  what  he  calls  an  authentic 
account.  He  says — 

**  Tbe  great  difficulty,  as  you  are  aware,  was  to  conciliate  the  difference 
of  position  between  L^is  Philippe  end  M.  Tbiers  on  the  Spanish  questioQ, 
whM  is  tne  naask  of  many  other  important  ones  of  internal  Kovemmem,  and  to 
easble  the  new  intended  Ministers  to  salisfr  the  ILing  apon  the  family  bills 
already  before  the  Chambers.  After  some  discussion,  M.  Thiers,  who  througbout 
the  conference  is  said  to  have  expressed  himself  with  a  great  deal  of  dignifted 
firmness,  offered  to  reserve  the  question  of  a  more  active  co.eperatioa  ib  tbe 
affsirs  of  the  Peninsula,  and  the  aegottation  seemed  to  advance  one  importsat 
step.  But,  upon  rrflectioD,  M.  Thiers  having  added  that  it  should  be  upon  tbe 
undersUn^ng.  that  in  case  Don  Carlos,  as  it  seemed  nnfortustely  probable, 
should  enter  Madrid,  that  be  (M.  Thiers)  should  then,  if  only  then,  be  snthorised 
to  interfere  boldly  and  rapidly  to  put  down  that  dangerous  neighbour,  and  baviag 
iosisCed  with  earaestoess  and  eloquence  upon  the  necessity,  the  urgency  of  that 
inevitable  st«‘p,  if  Louis  Philippe  meant  to  preserve  his  crown,  the  King  frh 
immensely  irritated,  gave  openly  vent  to  his  feelings,  and  went  so  far  aa  ts 
describe  the  bold  but  respectful  reasoning  of  M.  Thiers  a*  m  ptrsonal  insult  u 
kimr* 

Thus  was  on  the  eve  of  formation  a  Ministry  upon  which  we  might 
have  congratulated  France — a  Ministry  which,  from  the  opinions  of  its 
leading  men  were  expected  to  bring  into  office,  must  have  had  an  im* 
portant  effect  on  affairs  in  Spain.  But  it  was  too  much  to  look  for  from 
Louis  Philippe  that  ha  would  sacrifice  his  dislike  to  Thiers,  his  rooted 
antipathy  to  Spanish  intervention,  and  bis  absolute  propensities  generally, 
to  the  public  good.  He  has  again  turned  to  Guixot,  and  from  tbe  pre. 
sent  aspect  of  negociations  it  is  possible  Franee  may  be  insulted  by  the 
exhibition  of  an  entire  cabinet  of  Doctrinaires.  At  present,  however,  all 
remains  unsettled. 

Tbe  rock  upon  which  the  late  Ministry  of  M.  Mole  foundered  is  tbs 
selfishness  of  Louis  Philippe.  He  forced  them  to  bring  forward  a  mea¬ 
sure  for  the  aggrandisement  of  bis  family— an  extravagant  appanage  for 
a  younger  aon  must  be  granted  forsooth.  They  eould  not  reconcile  the 
ChamlMr  to  the  grant,  and  the  Miiftstry  has  aince  been  in  the  market  for 
any  set  of  men  who  could  undertake  to  do  it.  Fortunately  the  self- 
governing  (not  seif.governed)  monarch  is  now  falling  short  of  tools. 
How  lamental^y  this  msn  has  mistaken  himself  and  the  times !  Shrewd, 
quick -sigh  ted,  in  little  things, — blind  to  grander  objects.  Placed  by  the 
tide  of  events  at  the  head  of  a  new  and  nobler  order  of  things  in  his  na¬ 
tive  land— gorged  with  wealth  and  at  a  palmy  eminence  of  rank — it  seemed 
aa  if  he  could  have  no  greater  object  left  to  live  for  than  that  of  pro¬ 
moting  the  happiness  of  his  people.  Yet  insensible  to  this  solid  glory  he 
perils  his  character  with  posterity — the  tranquillity  of  the  state  (both  of 
which  ought  to  be  dear  to  a  King)— may  more,  chat  which  ia  dear  to 
every  man,  existence  itself — in  the  vain  endeavour  to  oppose  an  obsolete 
kingcraft  against  the  swelling  spirit  of  enlightened  limes.  He  wields 
Dame  Partington's  broom  against  the  advancing  ocean.  Let  him  bewars 
of  her  fate. 

From  distracted  Spain  we  have  no  nears  of  any  moment.  Tbe  belli¬ 
gerents  in  the  northern  provinces  continue  quiescent.  Since  the  disas¬ 
trous  affair  of  tha  ]6ih  no  movement  has  been  made  on  either  side.  Tbs 
Carlists  have  made  no  use  of  their  advantage,  lliey  have  not  occupied 
a  single  point  held  by  the  Queen's  troops  previous  to  the  lOih  of  Ma^. 

promised  detachment  from  Espartero's  foroa,  understood  to  be  des¬ 
tined  to  join  Evans  at  St  Sebastian  to  enable  him  to  renew  his  opera¬ 
tions  has  not  been  sent.

As  most  of  them  pulled  asray 
with  single  tranks  only,  it  is  probable  that  the  havoc  amongst  them  must 
have  been  great.  The  fight  continued  about  three  hours,  'fhe  Folwa 
had  two  men  killed  and  twelve  wounded,  two  since  dead.  The  disparity 
of  force  in  this  action  is  amasing — one  boat  and  43  men  opposed  to  26 
boats  and  upwards  of  1,000  men.  When  the  particulars  of  the  action 
were  reported  to  the  Governor  he  immediately  made  Elliot  a  captair^ 
and  gave  him  a  cross  of  honour.  The  petty  officers  and  crew  have  bcei* 
rewarded,  and  the  familiesof  the  killed  will  be  provided  for  by  the  Manilla 
Government _ Jamaica  Di^patek^ 

Ma  Urquhart. — The  Journal  af  Odeua  has  a  letter  from  Constanti¬ 
nople  of  February  9,  which  speaks  in  the  following  terms  of  Mr  Urqu- 
hart :— **  It  is  a  matter  of  great  surprise  here  that  some  European  friends 
ascril>e  special  importance  to  the  mission  of  Mr  Urquhart,  and  attribute 
to  this  circumstance  his  frequent  but  merely  personal  relations  with  the 
Ottoman  ministry.  Mr  Uiqiihart  is  far  from  acting  the  part  here  which 
is  given  to  him.  In  fact,  he  only  distinguishes  himself  by  some  irregulari¬ 
ties  in  his  conduct.  He  at  times  wears  the  Oriental  costume,  and  givea 
himself  the  nama  of  Daud  Pacha.  Some  time  ago,  he  even  quarrelled 
with  Lord  Ponsonby,  who  is  universally  esteemed,  quitted  the  hotel  of 
the  Legation,  and  went  to  live  in  a  house  of  his  own.  People  here  are 
very  glad  that  Mr  Urquhart  is  not  to  have  the  management  of  iheafTaira 
of  the  East  during  the  absence  of  Lord  Ponsonby."— [We  are  inclined  to 
believe  that  the  reflections  made  upon  Mr  Urquhart  by  the  ojjlcial  correa- 
pondent  of  a  Russian  paper,  ought  most  particularly  to  recommend  him 
to  the  cunfldence  of  the  British  public.  Mr  Urquhart,  we  believe,  is  one 
of  the  first  diplomatisls  who  is  really  cultivated  the  friendship  and  good 
will  of  the  best  Turkish  society,  and  this  circumstance  naturally  makes 
him  an  object  of  peculiar  jealousy  to  the  Russian  embassy. ]— True  5m».

The 
Enxlish  Ministry  is  expected  to  make  a  declaration  to  Parliament  of 
the  desire  of  the  English  Cabinet  to  intervene  with  energy  in  the  affairs 
of  the  Peninsula.  If  this  motion  is  favourably  received  by  the  Pariia. 
Bent  tba  French  Cabinet  will  be  modified  so  as  to  harmonize  with  this 

situation  of  the  English  Cabinet;  at  all  events,  the  composition  of 
the  Cabinet  will  not  be  known  till  the  intentions  of  England  are 

•scertained.  **

the  Marquis  of  Salisbury,  Sir  James  Graham,  and  Mr  Spring  Rice,  who 
were  of  the  party,  would  not  have  contrived  some  decent  excuse  for 
being  absent?  The  Marquis  of  Salisbury  is  a  Tory,  and  Sir  James 
Graham  ia  by  this  time  something  more.  What  an  imputation  for  the 
fimet  to  east  on  two  marked  individuals  of  its  own  party,  to  suppose 
that  they  would  knowingly  join  in  an  insult  to  the  King.'* 

—  The  papers  of  this  day  abound  in  versions  of  the  confession  of 
Greenserc ;  from  one  of  these  we  take  what  follows : — **  Yesterday  the 
Sheriff,  Sir  J.  Duke,  and  Under-sherifT  Wire,  went  to  theeell  of  Green- 
acre,  and  soon  afterwards  Mr  Price,  the  barrister,  who  defended  the  con¬ 
vict,  arrived  with  an  order  from  the  Lord  Mayor  to  visit  him,  the  Sheriffs 
haringgiven  directions  to  Mr  Cope  to  prevent  the  admission  of  any  per¬ 
son  to  communicate  with  him.  'llie  object  of  Mr  Price  was,  we  under- 
■taad,  to  collect  all  the  materials  he  could  find  for  a  petition  to  the 
Sfersury  of  State  relative  to  the  wretched  female  with  whom  Greenaere 
bad  associated.  Gale,  in  her  conversation  with  the  Sheriff,  expressed 
an  anxious  wish  to  go  to  her  mother  in  the  country,  but  was  soon 
convinced  that  it  would  be  much  more  desirable  lor  her  to  leave  the 
country  entirely  than  to  expose  her  parent  to  the  contempt  and  execra¬ 
tions  of  the  populace.  Greenaere,  who  is  a  man  of  very  strong  nerve, 
was  as  calm  all  day  at  if  the  trial  had  had  a  very  different  termination. 
He  spoke  of  the  approach  of  death  as  if  it  had  nothing  terrible  in  it. 
Respecting  the  violence  by  which  Mrs  Brown's  death  was  occasioned  he 
kvery  communicative,  but  he  has  given  different  accounts  of  the  transac¬ 
tion  at  differeiit  times.  He  positively  denies  that  he  struck  her  with  the 
•ilk  roller  in  his  band,  but  declares,  that  when  she  told  him  she  would 
*>ot  go  to  America  with  him,  he  said,  **  You  won't,  won’t  you  ?  Take 
that,”  and  flung  the  roller  at  her  head,  when  the  instrument  struck  her 
•^t  the  eye,  and  almost  immediately  caused  death.  On  that  night 
( wurday)  he  cut  off  the  head,  and  he  paced  up  and  down  the  floor  in 
dcliheration  as  to  the  course  he  should  pursue.  He  then  burned  the 
^er,  and  in  about  an  hour  and  a  half  put  the  bead  into  a  canvass  bag, 
•M  ^ried  it  at  far  as  the  Elephant  and  Castle,  where  he  got  into  an 
omnibus  and  was  carried  down  to  the  Whitechapel  road.  After,  as  be 

states,  lie  had  driven  about  in  the  oronibua  for  a  considerable  time, 
^got  near  the  canal,  and  flung  the  head  into  the  water." 


<—  The  melancholy  intelligence  of  the  death  of  Lady  de  L' Isle,  reached 
Windsor  Castle  by  express  early  on  Tuesday  morning,  and  plunged  their 
Majesties  into  the  deepest  sorrow.  Every  Royal  festivity  that  waa  about 
to  take  place  is  consequently  put  off.  I..ady  de  L'lsle  was  hia  Majesty's 
eldest  daughter.  — Her  ladyship's  confinement  took  place  five  weeks  ago, 
but  she  had  recovered  remarkably  well  from  her  accouchement,  and  was 
able  to  see  her  friends  in  her  drawing-room.  Repeated  attacks  of 
influenza  had,  however,  weakened  her  lungs  and  left  a  cough,  which  the 
state  of  the  atmosphere  suddenly  aggravated  in  the  middle  of  last  week, 
and  fatal  efifusiun  into  the  chest  rapidly  took  place  on  Monday  morning. 
This  much  lamented  lady  (before  her  marriage.  Miss  Sophia  Fiaclarence) 
was  given  away  at  the  altar  hy  the  Duke  of  York,  at  her  marriage  with 
l^rd  de  L'lsle,  then  Capt.  Sidney,  in  Augu’it,  1825,  the  Duke  of  Sussex 
being  also  present.  Lord  de  L'lsle  is  descended,  through  hia  grand¬ 
mother  from  the  celebrated  House  of  Sidney,  Earls  of  Leicester,  whose 
geneaological  roll  exhibits  two  of  the  highest  names  in  English  history— 
Sir  Philip  and  Algernon  Sidney.  Her  ladyship  was  an  especial  favourite 
of  her  royal  father,  and  occasionally  actedaa  his  amanuensia.  Two  months 
since  the  King  b^towed  on  her  ladykbip  the  appointment  of  State  House¬ 
keeper  of  Kensington  Palace,  where  her  demise  took  place. 

—  A  ball  will  be  given  in  May  next  at  the  Opera  House,  in  behalf  of 
the  Spitalfields  weavers,  in  a  style  of  grandeur  quite  unexampled  in  modern 
times.  The  idea  was  auggeated  by  the  Queen,  and  gladly  espoused  by  the 
King.

!  Statistical  Society,  and  lecturer  on  forensic  medicine  at  the  Afderseat 
S-hool.  Besides  the  lectures  above  adverted  to  he  had  published, ^ih 
hit  name,  a  tract  on  the  “  Pr’obfs  of  Infanticide';  ”  but  his  labours  had 
been  chiefly  directed  to  medical  periodical  literature,  an  anonymoui  ser.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Mketing  or  THE  Electors  or  Westminster.— A  meeting  of  the 
electors  of  Westminster  was  held  on  Monday  night  at  the  British  Coffee, 
house,  Cockspur  street,  to  take  into  consideration  two  letters  which  had 
recently  been  received  from  General  Evans  and  Sir  Francis  Burdett,  io 
answer  to  a  comniuntcation  made  to  them,  informing  them  of  the  reto. 
lutions  with  regard  to  their  conduct,  which  were  passed  at  a  public  meet, 
ing  held  at  the  same  place  on  the  ±2nd  ultimo.  Mr  Gilbert  Pouncey 
was  unanimously  called  upon  to  preside.  He  proceeded  to  read  the  let- 
ters  which  had  been  received  from  tlie  two  ineinliers.  That  of  General 
Evans  fully  admits  that  Ilia  appointment  in  Spain  is  incompatible  with 
his  duty  as  member  for  Westminster,  and  merely  craves  the  indulgence 
uf  his  constituents.  He  says,  however — **  In  reply  to  the  inquiry  to 
be  made  as  to  the  probable  time  of  my  resuming  my  Par* 
liainentary  duties  in  your  service,  I  beg  leave  to  assure  you  that  my  ah. 
sence  cannot  now  he  prolonged  beyond  a  very  short  time,  and  at  tha 
utmost  nut  beyond  the  10th  of  June,  as  that  is  the  final  period  of  tha 
service  of  the  auxiliaries  in  this  country,  by  the  King's  Order  in  Council, 
and  by  engagement  with  the  Spanish  Government. ** — Sir  F.  Burdett 
writes  from  Brighton  in  these  terms  :  — 

^  Dear  Mr  Pouncey — I  am  satisfied  no  one  can  be  more  aware  than 
you  are  of  the  iropropriely  and  unfairness  towards  the  bulk  of  the  Westminster 
electors  which  1  should  be  guilty  of,  were  I  to  act  towards  them  in  the  man¬ 
ner  propr>ged  by  the  gentlemen  who  met  at  the  British  Coffee-house,  and  who 
requested  vou  to  transmit  to  me  the  resolution  they  adopted,  expressing  their 
wish  that  I  should  resign  my  seat  in  Parliament  as  representative  of  the  city 
of  Westminster;  at  the  same  time,  1  am  not  in  a  situation  to  enter  more  fully 
into  the  suiiject ;  1  shall  therefore  content  myself  for  the  present  with  answer¬ 
ing  that  I  do  nut  think  it  consistent  with  my  duty  to  the  electors  at  large  so 
to  act;  but  as  soon  as  I  am  able  to  hold  a  pen  myself,  I  shall  probably  think 
it  my  duty  to  address  them  upon  the  subject  of  your  communication.  Id  the 
meantime,  notwithstanding  any  difference  of  opinjpn  between 'us,  believe  me, 
with  great  respect  and  sincerity,  dear  Mr  Pouncey,  yours  sincerely, 

*  “  F.  Burdett.” 

In  the  course  of  the  discussion  that  followed,  some  doubts  were  expressed 
as  to  the  possibility  of  General  Evans  being  able  to  return  to  England 
by  the  lime  mentioned.  In  relation  to  this,  Mr  Pruut  told  the  meeting 
that  in  a  letter  to  him,  General  Evans  said  that  it  was  intended  to  form 
a  junction  of  the  corps  under  his  command  with  the  army  of  Navarre. 
General  Evans  would,  in  that  case,  as  junior  bfficer,  cease  to  be  Com¬ 
mander-in*  Chief  at  San  Sabastian,  and  there  would  then  be  no  obstacle 
in  the  way  of  his  return  to  England.  The  Legion,  too,  would  not  serve 
under  a  Spanish  General,  so  that  the  auxiliary  corps  would  be  altogether 
broken  up.  ^  Ultimately  the  meeting,  by  a  majority  of  one  only,  agreed 
to  a  resolution  to  the  effect,  that  in  consequence  of  the  two  letters  re¬ 
ceived  from  their  representatives  in  reply  to  communications  made  to 
them,  it  would  he  advisable  to  call  a  general  meeting  to  take  thp  same 
into  consideration,  in  order  that  the  electors  at  large  might  have  an  op¬ 
portunity  of  expressing  their  sentiments  upon  them.

At  any  other 
iio  blame  could  attach  to  the  Bank  for  denying  loans  on  goods,  or 
other  duciuaiing  and  unavailable  securities  ;  but  as  they  have  so  recently 
blisbed  a  precedent  for  advancing  on  personal  security,  the  gentleman 
from  Liverpool  were  justified  in  expecting  the  same  indulgence  ;  and  the 
withholding  it  by  the  Bank,  whether  guaranteed  or  not,  especially  as  it 
hss  si  ready  granted  it  to  other  parties  of  the  same  place,  is  indeed  a 
strange  way  of  rectifying  matters  and  ameliorating  the  distress  of  the 
^oniry.  One  firm  at  Liverpool,  it  is  well  known,  has  already  had 
extensive  support  from  the  Bank  of  England,  and  why  then  should  the 
other  merchants,  who  have  not  been  so  imprudent  as  to  risk  almost  their 
»}1  and  encumber  themselves  with  stupendous  engagements,  to  be  de- 
bs^d  from  relief?  How  can  the  commercial  interests  of  the  country 
ever  be  in  a  wholesome  state  while  the  controllers  of  the  monetary 
system  administer  such  partial  laws,  and  act  so  diametrically  opposite  to 
every  principle  of  honour,  consistency,  and  justice?  It  naturally  gives 
reason  to  believe  that  the  recent  measures  of  the  Bank  have  been  dic¬ 
tated  by  interested  motives  ;  and  this  opinion  perhaps  may  prove  correct. 
It  may  be  dangerous  to  state  what  the  effects  of  this  strange  proceeding

CENTRAL  CRIMINAL  COURT. 

TRIAL  OF  GREEXACRE  AND  GALE.  .  ,. 

These  remarkable  offenders,  whttse  crime  has  so  long  absorbed  -public  at<^ 
tention,  appeared  on  Monday  at  the  bar  of  this  (’mirt  for  trial.  We  need  not 
say  that  the  Court  was  crowded  to  excess,  and  that  the  miwit'  intense  interest 
was  exhibited  by  the  persmis  assemhh'd  when  the  prisimera  were  placed  in 
front  of  the  dock.  Greenacre  was  Tes|)cotahly  atthred  in  a  dark*ci>loured  coat 
with  velvet  collar  and  brass  buttons,  a  black  waistcoat  and  neckerchief,  and 
black  trousers.  Gale  was  also  decently  dressed  in  a  cap,  dark-coloured  gown, 
and  a  shawl.  They  were  then  arraigned,  and  the  indictment  read.  The  in¬ 
dictment  containetl  three  counts  against  Greenacre,  varying  the  charge  of 
murder;  and  it  further  charged  that  the  prisoner  Sarah  Gale,  well  knowin|t 
the  said  murder  to  have  been  committed  by  Ihe  said  James  Greenacre,  did 
feloniously  receive,  harbour,  maintain,  and  assist  him.  The  prisoner  Green* 
acre,  on  his  being  called  on  to  say  whether  he  was  guilty  or  not  guilty  or  nol 
guilty,  said,  in  a  firm  voice,  Not  guilty."  Gale,  on  Iteing  asked  the  some 
question,  feebly  answered,  als«>,  “Not  guilty.” — Mr  Adolphus  then  opened 
the  case  for  the  prosecution.  The  learned  gentleman  detailed  at  leiigtn  the 
circumstances  of  the  offence,  and  pointed  out  those  features  of  it  which  brought 
home  guilt  to  each  of  the  prisoners.  He  then  proceeded  to  call  evidence.  A 
numerous  train  of  witnesses  were  then  examined  in  sut^cession,  whose  testi-

It  was  also  pixtved 
that  Greenacre  had  afterwards  seen  some  of  Brown’s  friends,  and  told  them 
the  marriage  was  put  off.  The  circumstances  which  we  subjoin,  thrown  into 
narrative  order,  were  then  proved.  It  began  to  be  wontlered  why  Mrs  Brown, 
her  marriage  having  been  post{>oned,  had  not  made  her  appearance  amoi 
her  friends.  By  one  of  those  extraordinary  impulses  of  the  human  min 
which  are  unaccountable,  an  idea  struck  Mrs  Gay  that  the  body  which  hi 
been  found  was  that  of  her  sister-in-law,  and  she  insisted  on  Wr  husband 
going  to  see  the  head  whi^  was  at  the  Paddington  workliouse.  He  went  and 
saw  the  head,  and  then  ditFovered  the  truth  of  the  surmises  of*  his  wife.  Tlie 
subsequent  arrest  of  Greenacre  in  company  with  Gale,  and  the  finding  of  va¬ 
rious  articles  at  his  lodgings  which  had  belonged  to  the  deceased,  were  next 
proved.  With  regard  to  the  female  prisoner,  it  was  shown  that  she  lived  with 
Greenacre  up  to  within  a  short  time  of  the'^th  of  December,  at  a  house  in 
Carpenter’s  place,  Camberwell.  After  this  he  removed  to  St  Alban’s  place, 
Kennington,  and  suspicion  having  been  excited  against  him  hy  the  circum¬ 
stances  related,  a  warrant  was  procured  for  his  apprehension,  and  search  wen 
made  for  him  at  the  latter  place.  He  was  there  found  in  bed  with  the  prisoner 
Gale,  and  on  the  officers  going  to  him  a  conversation  took  {dace,  prejudicial  to 
the  interests  of  the  prisoners.  The  prisoner,  however,  denied  ait  knowledge 
of  Mrs  Brown  at  first,  but  8ul>Ke<|ueiitly  admitted  that  he  had  been  asked  in 
church  to  her.  In  the  rooms  which  the  prisoners  occupied  there  were  found  a 
number  of  articles  of  clothing,  Ac.  which  were  proved  hy  witnesses  to  have 
belonged  to  Mrs  Brown,  anri  in  these  articles  the  prisoner  Gale  ap|ieared  to 
have  a  joint  pro|>erty.  It  was  shown  that  Gale  had  been  seen  ah^t  Grass- 
acre’s  house  a  few  days  before  the  24th  ol*  I>ec«mber.  On  tlie  26Hi  she  was 
seen  there,  and  on  that,  as  well  as  several  other  day^  in  tha  course  ol*  the 
week,  she  was  proved  to  have  been  acting  as  U*  resident  in  the  house.  The 
house  was  proved  to  have  been  shut  up  during  Christmas  day  and  a  part  of 
the  week,  and  water  was  shown  to  have  been  Iwrrowed  from  the  neignbours. 
The  statement  made  by  Greenacre  before  the  magistrates,  already  gives  in 
this  paper,  in  which  lie  confesses  himself  to  have  caused  the  death  of  Brown 
under  |iecuiiar  ciicumstances,  was  read.  This  statement  was  contradicted 
ill  paits.  Greenacre  hud  said  the  deceased  had  taken  a  quantity  of  nnn  on 
the  evening  of  her ’death.  This  was  at  variance  with  the  evidlenoe  ui*  the 
surgeons,  who  declared  that  upon  opening  ths  body  no  rum  coaid  be 
traced,  and  it  appeared  that  the  deceased  had  taken  no  other  spirits 
that  day  than  a  small  portion  of  gin.  lii  tha  nsxt  place  the  prisiNier  asCTibed 
the  immediate  cause  of  death  to  the  deceaseil  falling  from  liar  chair,  and  bar 
head  coming  in  contact  with  a  block  of  wood,  which  fractured  the  bai’k  part. 
That  statement  also  was  contradicted  by  the  medical  witnesses,  who  stated  that 
the  death  would  not  have  been  produced  hy  a  fall  of  that  description,  hot  from 
a  blow  on  the  front  of  the  head,  by  which  the  eye  of  the  deceased  was  knocked 
out,  and  which  occasioned  a  stupor  and  perlect  loss  of  [lower  at  the  tisM,  if 
not  death  itself.  There  was  another  circunisUiice  in  the  case  which  was  veiy 
important,  which  rested  also  uprNi  the  evidence  of  the  surgeons :  namely)  that 
iiumediateiy  before  life  was  gone,  the  throat  of  the  unfortunate  woman  iiiaitt  have 
been  cut  to  account  for  the  head  and  body  being  wholly  exhausted  of*  blood.  The 
circupirf*'*®®  of  the  sack  In  which  the  txidy  wan  found,  as  proved  by  vritnaassi. 
was  important.  It  apiieared  that  the  pris^jiier  Greenacre  nad  been  acquaintml 
with  a  persou  naiued  Ward,  who  followed  the  husisesa  of  a  cabinet- maker, 
aod  this  man  had  a  sack  in  his  {wwsmHi'KNi  ngreciag  in  every  respect  with  the 
sack  in  which  thu  trunk  had  been  deposited.  The  saek  woe  misaed  from  the 
rrmises  of  W ard  the  very  week  befora  Christmas,  and  it  appeared  that 
Ireeiiacre  was  there  a  day  or  two  prior  to  the  time  that  it  waa  ndased.  On

Early  the  next  morning  he  returned  home,  snd  uktng  the  dboev,>rM 
limbs  from  the  trunk,  he  packed  them  up,  and  conveved  them  to  Coldharb^ 
lane,  and  be  directly  returned  home  to  diap<^  of  the  body.

Hb  donbta  were  rr 
solved  on  thb  point,  however,  by  hia  seeing  a  carrier’s  cart  paaa,  which  belonged 
to  a  person  named  Wood.  Being  acquainted  with  this  man,  be  re<]ueated  pet- 
mbaion  to  place  bis  bundle  on  the  cart-tail,  but  having  obtained  a  pm. 
mbe  that  it  should  be  conveyed,  be  laid  it  in  the  inside  of  the  cart. 
He  then  accompanied  U  ood  aa  far  as  the  Pdephant  and  Castle,  where  the  latter  left 
the  vehicle  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  some  dinner,  be  lieing  lefr  alone  io  the 
street.  He  became  alarmed  lest  some  accident  might  happen,  hv  which  the 
nature  of  the  contents  of  hb  parcel  i^honld  be  discovered ;  and  Wood  baviac 
remained  along  time  absent,  he  determined  upon  going  away  with  the  trunk^ 
the  body  in  a  cab.  He  accordingly  called  a  cab  from  a  stnnd  opposite,  leadiog 
towards  Betbleni  Hospital,  snd  having  thrown  his  bundle  under  his  seat,  he 
directed  that  be  should  be  drirrm  to  the  Kdpwaru  road.  On  his  arrival  at  the 
Pine  Apple  gate,  he  discharged  the  rah,  and,  taking  the  sack  and  its  eoutenta 
with  him,  he  walked  on  in  a  direction  from  town.  Having  proceeded  a  short 
distance,  he  observed  a  favourable  opportunity  for  dispnsing  of  his  load,  no  pt-r. 
son  being  near,  and  he  dropped  it  behind  the  stone  where  it  was  eveniaally 
found.

Great  precautions  are  used  to  prevent  the  prisoaer 
from  committing  suicide,  to  which  he  exhibits  a  marked  tendancy. 

It  is  generally  understood  that  the  reward  for  the  apprehension  and  con¬ 
viction  of  the  mnrderi  offered  ^intly  hy  the  (vovernment  and  the  parish  of 
Paddington,  will  he  paid  to  Mr  Gay,  the  brother  of  the  deceased,  who  wm 
the  first  to  identify  tfie  head  of  the  poor  woman,  and  to  fura’ish  the  clue  to 
Greenacre*a  haunts.  . 


SPRING  ASSIZES. 

GLOUCESTER. 

Bbutal  Case  of  Rape.— t/amer  /fen,  aged  23,  Henry  Parry^  21,  Gtorge 
Jomes^  24,  and  Joseph  WrighU  20,  were  indicted  for  a  rape  on  the  persun  of 
Mary  l*ea,  oa  the  14th  of  December  last,  in  the  pariah  of  St  Nicholas,  in  the 
city  of  Gloucester.  The  prosecutrix  was  an  interesting  and  even  beautifsl 
country  girl.  She  had  come  down  the  river  to  Gloucester  in  a  boat.  Being  a 
stranger  in  Glouc>'Mter,  she  accompanied  the  captain  of  the  boat  and  a  fellow* 
pasiiimifar  named  Bod  sail  am  to  a  public-house,  where  they  encvniiitired  the 
priaonera  and  others,  by  some  of  whom  she  was  accoited.  At  night,  for  want 
of  other  aecomraodftion,  prnsecntrix.went  on  hoard  the  boat  in  which  she  had 
come  to  Gloucester.  Here  she  was  ultimately  followed  by  the  prisoners ;  who, 
after  turning  Bodenharo,  wlm  attenifited  to  defend  her,  out  of  the  boat,  succes¬ 
sively  violated  her  person,  under  circumstances  which,  if  the  girPs  testimony  b  to 
be  believed,wera  of  the  most  brutal  nature.  The  matter  being  left  to  the  jury, 
from  s  legal  difficulty  about  the  evidence,  the  prisoners  were  all  acquitted. 
There  is,  however,  ho|)e  that  upon  a  new  indictment  the  ends  of  justice  may 
be  attained ;  the  prisoners  being  still  kept  in  custody.

Several  shopkeepers 
Ld  Dolk»a»«>  immediately  preceded  to  the  aid  of  the  sufferers,  who  were 
Si  cot  out  alive,  with  the  exception  of  one  man.  He  was  found  under  two 
ueb  of  flour  which  had  fallen  upon  him,  and  appeared  to  have  been  suffocated 
hh  the  weight  of  the  flour.  Several  others  received  minor  imuries. 

'^Escape  amd  Re-captuhe  or  a  Prisoner  from  Newgate _ On 

Wednesday  morning,  about  five  o’clock,  it  was  discovered  that  a  prisoner, 
laed  Richard  Jackson,  who  had  been  convicted  of  an  assault  on  a  child  under 
lU  Tears  of  age,  and  sentenced  on  Tuesday  by  the  learned  Recorder  to  2  years* 
iBprisonmeol  in  the  Penitentiary,  bad  made  his  escape  from  Newgate.  It 
aDuUrs  that  he  eflfected  his  escape  with  much  difficulty,  and  had  been  en^ged 
w^e  undertaking  many  hours.  He  managed  to  climb  up  the  weiUhoie, 
through  the  window  of  his  cell  to  the  roof  of  the^fail,  and  in  his  passage  neces¬ 
sarily  made  a  noise  by  wrenching  one  of  the  bars.  The  Governor  and 
Mr  Newman  were  alarmed,  the  tuiukeys  on  the  alert,  and  men  stationed  in 
Warwick  lane,  with  all  possible  desjiatch  ;  he,  however,  eluded  their  vigilance,  j 
A  butcher  in  the  neigh bourluMid,  on  rising  to  go  to  market,  saw  a  person  drop  I 
from  the  roof  of  a  house  at  the  east  side  of  the  prison,  and  run  off.  Pursuit 
was  m^e,  and  the  prisoner  was  discovered^  at  his  lodgings  in  Queen  street, 
Waterloo  road,  which  had  been  taken  by  his  wife  a  few  days  ago.  He  was 
captured,  and  conveyed  to  Newgate.  He  had  broken  his  toes  in  making  his 
esmrie,  and  received  other  injnries ;  he  was  obliged  to  be  carried  to  the 
kUtion-house.  He  admitted  that  he  had  commenced  bis  work  at  nine  o’clock 
at  night,  and  finiahed  it  about  five  in  the  morning.  The  only  instruments  he 
hsd  were  a  small  knife  and  a  part  of  an  iron  (lail-  hoop.  The  prisoner’s  family 
were  found  by  the  officers  to  be  in  grdlit  destitution. 

Horrid  Iiiscovery. —  The  neighbourhood  of  Ealing  has  lately  been 
much  eicited  by  a  revolting  discovery  made  on  the  mansion  of  Castlebar  Park. 
On  the  sfteraooD  of  Wednesday,  the  5th  instan  a  carpenter  named  Jones, 
while  employed  in  doing  some  refiairs  to  the  privy  in  question,  accideutally 
dropped  his  hammer  down  into  the  soil  He  immediately  got  a  rake,  and 
comroeDced  raking  for  it,  when,  finding  it  entangled  with  something,  he  drew 
it  up,  and  was  horror-stricken  at  finding  that  it  was  the  head  of  a  human 
being.  ARer  recovering  from  his  surprise  he  acquainted  Mr  Wyllie  (the 
ouster  of  the  house^  ol  the  discovery,  who  instantly  ordered  it  should  be 
cleant>ed  from  the  soil  with  which  it  was  covere<l,  and  sent  fur  Dr  Dickenson, 
«f  Esliag,  to  examine  it.  On  that  gentleman’s  arrival,  he  pronounced  the 
head  to  be  that  of  a  female,  and  said  he  considered  it  must  have  been  buried 
there  a  considerable  time.  The  jaws,  the  right  ear,  part  of  the  nostrils,  and 
the  back  hair,  were  all  decayed,  and  the  remainder  presented  a  sickening 
specimeo  of  mortality. 

Tragical  Occurrence  at  Stratford.  —  On  Wednesday  morning, 
between  use  and  two  o’clock,  William  Hogg,  on#  of  the  Bow.stiwst  horses 
DSlrol,  while  on  duty  near  Stratford  green,  heard*  violent  screams  of 
^  .Murder,**  and  on  pioceeding  to  the  spot  lie  found  a  female,  with  nothing  but 
lier  nightdress  on,  bleeding  very  profusely  from  the  throat.  Hogg  inquired 
who  had  done  it,  and  the  female,  who  could  scarcely  articulate,  desired  him 
to  ifullow  her,  and  she  would  point  the  person  out.  She  then  entered  a  house, 
occupied  by  a  jobbing-carpenter,  named  Thomas  Cornell.  The  officer  followed 
her,  and  on  going  up  stairs  found  Cornell  lying  on  a  lied  with  a  frightful  gash 
00  his  throat,  and  his  person  as  well  as  the  bedclothes  covered  with  blood. 
Mr  Vailance,  a  surgeon,  was  sent  for.  When  he  arrived,  anxious  to  ascertain 
which  party  inflicted  the  wounds,  he  put  the  question  to  Cornell.  He,  how¬ 
ever,  was  scarcely  able  to  articulate,  and  Mr  Vailance  told  him  if  he  bad 
inflicted  the  wound  on  his  throat  to  hold  out  his  hand,  and  he  instantly 
stretched  out  his  right  hand.  The  same  question  was  put  with  respect  to  the 
feeiale,  and  he  did  the  same  thing.  Subee4]uently  the  woman,  who  had  been 
prevailed  on  by  Cornell  to  aleep  with  him,  gave  the  following  account  of  the 
traasectkio : — At  about  one  o’clock  Cornell,  who  seemed  very  restless,  got  out 
‘J  bed,  and  said  he  wanted  to  go  into  the  yard.  He  accordiogi}’  went  down 
stairs,  aad  after  remaiaiog  absent  about  five  minutes,  but  without  going  into 
the  yard,  for  had  he  done  so  she  would  have  heard  the  door  open  or  close, 
M  returned,  and  got  into  bed  again.  He  had  not  been  many  minutes  when 
he  threw  his  left  arm  across  her  face,  and  with  bb  right  hand  drew  something 
■cruss  the  front  of  her  throat.  She  instantly  felt  the  blood  trickle  down  her 
person,  aad  jumping  out  of  bed  endeavoured  to  fling  herself  out  of  the  win- 
to  esespe,  Mt  was  prevented  by  Cornell,  who  got  out  of  bed,  and  strug- 
KIm  with  her.  ^  By  great  exertion  she  disentangled  berself  from  his  grasp, 
succeeded  in  getting  down  stairs  and  into  the  street,  leaving  Cornell,  ae 

called  out  for  assistance.  She  denies  having 
‘‘■flMy  quarrel  with  Cornell,  and  cannot  asaign  the  slightest  cause  for  his 
‘**^rsle  conduct.  Both  parties  remain  ia  so  precarious  a  state  that  there  is
